The  mortality  figures  are  in  no  way  unusual.  The 
same  number  of  deaths  in  children  under  one  year:  of  age  were 

registered  in  1958,  and  also  in  older  people  dying  from" strokes, 
blockage  of  the  heart. arteries  ( angina)  and  also  from  cancer  of  the 
lung.  As  to  leukaemia  there  was  one  death  in  195&,  one  in  1957 
one  in  1958  but  none  in  1959*  A single  death  from  tuberculosis* 
occurred  m 1959*  Notifications  of  tuberculosis  still  persist  but 
serious  cases  rarely  occur. 


Most. gratifying  has  been  the  absence  of  any  notification 
01  poliomyelitis  and  it  would  seem  that  the  prophylactic  protection 
has  been  effective. 

The  ante  nate-1  and  infant  welfare  attendance  has  been 
well  maintained  and  should  improve  further  when  the  clinic  at  the 
Penllwyn  opens .

FOODS 


Milk  Supply 


There  are  13  retailers  who  sell  milk  from  dairies 
situated  in  this  area,  and  6 retailers  whose  premises  are  outside. 

Licences  issued  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk  Regulations  1949,  and  Milk  (Special 


Designations)  Raw  Milk  Regulations  1949,  are  as  follows 

Dealers’  licensed  to  sell  Pasteurised  milk  - 13 

Dealers’  licensed  to  sell  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  - 11 

Dealers'  licensed  to  sell  Sterilised  milk  - 12 

Supplementary  licences  to  retailers  outside  the 

area  to  sell  designated  milk  in  the  area  - 17 


12  samples  of  designated  milk  were  taken  and  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination,  all  of  which  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

38  samples  of  milk  were  token  by  the  County  Authority 
for  analysis,  all  of  which  reached  the  required  standard.

Ice-cream 

By  far  the  most  of  the  ice-cream  sold  in  the  area  is 
manufactured  and  pre-packed  outside  the  area.  As  seen  below,  of  the 
29  retailers  in  the  area,  only  two  of  them  produced  their  own  ice-cream. 

There  are  29  retailers  of  ice-cream  on  the  Register.
